With reference to Mr. Brockway's
resignation the report says: *'They (the
Board) find In the system (Brockway's)
much to admire and uphold, something
to criticise and modify and something to
condemn. They have found much also
in the administration of the system
which so injurlously affected the appll.
cation of those principles as to necessl-
tate radical changes. The system i= pri-
marily one thn whole efMicacy of waich
depends upon a personal knowledge of
each prisoner. With a population of a
few hundred this was feasible, and Mr.
Hrockway Is on record that (00 men was
ths limit to which ha eould successfully
apply 1t. Granted this, what can be an-
ticilpated with a populatipn which haa
fluctuated from 1,300 to 1,00?

“Individual treatment in its true sense
has neceasarlly diminished.

“The Board had entered upon thelr
dutles to manage the affairs of the re-
formatory {n the fullest sense,.and the
condition In which they found the pris-
